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1 . Applicants' arguments filed on 9/1 6/05 have been fully considered but they are 
not deemed to be persuasive. 

Applicants state that the instant invention provides a ground-based system and 
argue that Bateman does not teach this feature. However, Bateman does teach a 
ground-based system (col 1, lines 14-20; col 1, lines 29+). 

Applicants state that the instant invention provides a ground-based system and 
argue that Brame does not teach this feature. However, Brame does teach a ground- 
based system (ground track, 10a; col 7, lines 29+). 

2. Claim 13, line 1 , "The system of claim 13" is objected to because it's an improper 
dependent claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brame 
(Pat. No. 4,224,669) 

Brame teaches a ground-based system and a ground-based method for tracking 
and warning aircraft including means for tracking 20 at least one aircraft to determine 
aircraft position 10a and altitude (38; abstract), mean for comparing 28 aircraft position 
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and altitude to at least one predetermined criteria to determine whether at least aircraft 
should be warned, and means for warning 30 the at least one aircraft. 

5. Claims 1-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Bateman et al (Pat. No. 6,445,310). 

Bateman et al teach a ground-based system and a ground-based method for 
tracking and warning aircraft including means for tracking at least one aircraft to 
determine aircraft position (30; 64) and altitude (32; 66), mean for comparing 150, 86 
aircraft position and altitude to at ieast one predetermined criteria (150; fig. 1) to 
determine whether at least aircraft should be warned, and means for warning 28, 42 the 
at least one aircraft.
